Last week's busi-

cago is said

ception.

Some 
of the roads west of Chicago are badly 
blocked with loaded cars, simply be- 
cause the eastern roi^ds cannot take 
them.

thoroughly familiar with the breed he

For the bene- 
fit of those \vho cannot readily get an 
•expert opinion I will give a few hints as 
to the selection of d o g s generally. 
First 
. see that the dog is healthy, then that ho 
-be strong in the type of his breed. 
In 
most breeds of dogs, 
especially those 
used to lield or other work, they should 
-stand straight on their hind legs 
and 
chave good feet. 
AVheii I say good feet 
I mean feet that arc well arched and well 
padded. 
I do not 
now 
refer to the 
•dachshound, whose crookcd forelegs are 
.•one of his chief character is ties. 
SuiH- 
-cient bone and development of muscle 
should be looked for, and in the larger 
breeds, St. Bernard and mastiH, great 


.massiveness is desirable. 


Let 
us take the pointer. 
Like all 
hunting doc's he should be rather racy in 
build, showing great activity, with a fair 
amount of bone and a good development 
.ofmusclc. 
He should have good depth 
of chest for lung room, ribs fairly well 
sprung back of shoulders, loins strong 
. and slightly arched, great liberty of shoul- 
• ders, all of which tend to insure speed 
and staying qualities. 
Above all, par- 
ticular attention should be paid to the 
legs and feet. 
The skull should be well 


• developed, the eyes expressive of intclli- 
tgence and dark in color, well delined 
stock below the eyes, muzzle clean cut 
and square, M'ithout tendency to snipi- 
mess, cheeks showing no thickness, 6ars 
. set on lov/ and hanging fiat to the cheek, 
.rather thin 
in texture, 
neck of 
good 
length, 
perfectly 
clean, 
showing 
no 
throaUness and slightly arched; shoul- 
• dcrs sloping, not beefy or loaded, not 
confined to the body but showing liberty 
•of action; stilles, well bent; tail, taper- 
ing to a point 
and carried on 
a line 
with the back; coat, close but not too 
'fine in texture. 


These general points may be 
observed

Comninnicated. 


One means of the rapid develop 
ment of this section of country would 
be the establishment of a bank in this 
place with a relatively small capital. 
Few banks that are started have less 
capital than $50,000.

be organized with less than $50»000 
capital to great advantage. 
It might

raise a limited amount of stock. Lack 
of banking facilities is felt here, but 
the establishment of a small bank 
would [rove of tlie utmost value. 
There is scarcely a town of any size 
that could not support one institution, 
the maintenance of which would prove 
a benelit to any community in which 
it might be organized.

ganization of a small bank be made, 
and it would be of a more vast import- 
ance than any one could imagine—es- 
pecially in the matter of financial fa- 
cilities, which does not at present ex- 
ist.

Slonnou Tithing Scrip. 


If you go into the principal office of 
the Tithing House, says a Utah corres- 
pondent, you will see a tall j'oung man 
handling what looks like money. 
He 
is behind a counter, and the counter is 
protected by a high railing. 
The mau 
glances through the window, then looks 
clown at the bills and then goes on 
thumbing them like a bank-teller. 
He 
goes to and from a big safe, carrying 
bundles done up just as bills are, with 
little bands of brown paper pinned about 
them. Sometimes the young man doesn't 
stop to count, but takes the amount on 
the brown slip as correct and passes out 
the money. 
It is the tithing scrip. 
It 
is used to facilitate the handling of the 
grain and liay and live stock and pro- 
duce that come in. 
If you pick up one 
of tliese bills you will find it very much 
like a bnnk note in apj}carance. 
In one 
ujjper corner is the number of the bill. 
In the lower left hand corner is the in 
hoe signo of Mormonism, a bee hive. 


The face of the bill reads: "General 
Tithing Storehouse. 
Good 
Only for 
Merchandise and Produce at the General 
Tithing 
Storehouse, 
Salt Lake 
City, 
Utah." 
Each note bears the signature 
of the presiding bishop. 
On the back 
is the denomination again and a vignette 
of the nev/ temple at Salt Lake City. 
The back also bears the wording: "This 
note is not current except in the mer- 
chandise and produce departments of the 
General Tithing Storehouse." 
The en- 
graving is well executed and the print- 
ing is well done. 
The 
bills vary in 
color. 
There are greenbacks for one de- 
part of the tithing house, browubacks 
for another, and so on. 
J3y using this 
scrip the Church is able to create a mar- 
ket for considerable quantities of tiie 
tithing. 
This scrip is given out in dis- 
pensing charity. 
It is used in paying for 
work ou tlie temple so far as the woj'k- 
)nen can make use of it. 
Employes of 
the tithing house receive their salaries 
or allowances jiartly in scrij). In numer- 
ous ways the Mormon money gets into 
circulation.
